Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The invention depends on the compression of the foam which 
causes more light to be reflected from the foam. Light which is emitted from the end of one fiber is reflected off the 
foam into the end of the other fiber; the reflected light being transmitted from one fiber to another is increased as the 
foam compresses (see figures 5 & 6). In addition, the "strain relief that the examiner asked about is mentioned on the 
top of page 6 (paragraph 0027) and the top of page 13 (paragraph # 0045). The strain relief puts some slack into the 
fibers so that they do not snap if a heavy load is placed upon the seat.
